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This is in response to the petition, filed January 18, 2006, to 
revive an unintentionally abandoned application under 
37 CFR 1.137(b) . 

The petition is DISMISSED.

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Receipt of the $1,400 issue fee and the $300 publication fee is 
acknowledged. However, petitioner's deposit account did not 
contain sufficient funds to charge the $1,500 petition fee. The 
petition fee must be filed before the petition can be considered 
on the merits.
